any engagement in that neighbor- 
hood."

the bridge. 
(Colesberg is in Cape 


Colony, near the southwest border of 
the Orange Free State, and the bridge 
spans the Orange river.) 


SITUATION AT KIMBERLEY. 


London, Nov. 4.—The Kimberley 


correspondent of the Daily Mail, in a 
dispatch filed November 1 and for- 
warded by way of the Orange river, 
says: 


The Boers are still in force in this 


vicinity. On Saturday evening our 
patrol wai fired on in the neighbor- 
hood of the Wesselton mine, the ene- 
my expending a quantity of ammuni- 
tion ineffectually, however, owing to 
the long range. 


A Free State burgher, with a pass 


from the enemy, has brought 200 
oxen into the town. 


The enemy is reported to 
have 


three siege guns in position at Oli- 
phant Fontein, four miles from Wes- 
selton. 


A BITTER PILL. 


London, Nov. 4.—News that Col- 


enso has been evacuated was anoth- 
er bitter pill for the British public, 
and is arousing fears that the 'con- 
inental statements of a second ser- 
ous defeat of General White may 
prove true.

that the war office does not say when

REPORT NOTHING NEW. 


London, Nov. 4.—The war office at 


noon today announced that nothing 
had been received there in any way 
modifying or altering the statement 
issued yesterday afternoon and say- 
ing belated dispatches from Lady- 
smith were coming through. 


Nothing has been received to cor- 


roborate the reiterated reports from 
Berlin of the rapitulatitfn of General 
White.

burg, dated yesterday, said 
Lady- 


smith was perfectly quiet that morn- 
ing, and another dispatch from the 
same place to the Exchange Tele- 
graph company says numbers of 
women and children left Ladysmith 
yesterday evening on a passenger 
train, ndsited by an armored train.

British war office has received no 
news of the situation at Ladysmith 
seems to effectually dispose of yes- 
terday's continental rumors of Gen- 
eral White's capitulation and kin- 
dred stories, as, if the general has 
sustained a severe reverse, there is 
no reason to believe but 
General 


Joubert would be only too glad to 
forward General White's official an- 
nouncement of the fact to the nearest 
telegraph station, while it is added, 
lad news of such a serious character 
reached a foreign 
government in 


cipher it would undoubtedly 
have 


been promptly conveyed to the Brit- 
sh government. As the Mozambique 
cable is still unbroken, it is impos- 
sible for any uncensored message to 
reach Europe, with the exception of 
the dispatches of foreign 
govern- 


ments, and in view of the fact that 
an important victory would be of the 
greatest moral assistance 
to 
the 


Boers, it seems obvious that 
the 


Boer sympathizers would make such 
an event known as quickly and as 
widely as possible. 


The war office here is making every 


endeavor to communicate with Lady- 
smith, so news may arrive at any 
moment. 


In the meanwhile the best opinion 


is expressed that if General White 
keeps strictly on the defensive he 
will be able to hold his own.

GENERAL SHAFTER INQUIRED 


INTO SCANDAL. 


FACTS GO TO WASHINGTON 


LIKELY TO STIR UP A DEAL OF 


DISCUSSION. 


San Francisco, Nov. 4.—The Exam- 


ner says the most sensational report 
of a military board of inquiry ever 
sent to the war department from this 
city has been forwarded to Washing- 
ton from the headquarters of General 
Shafter. 
The document consists of 


nearly 100 type-written pages and 
contains the severest kind of crit- 
cism of the methods employed by 
officers in charge of the sick soldiers 
who returned from the Philippines on 
the transports Tartar and Newport, 
on October 10. 


Upon Major Rafter, the surgeon of 


the Twentieth Kansas volunteers, 
who came back on the Tartar, the 
heaviest censure is laid. 
Colonel 


Metcalfe, of the same regiment, who 
cominanded the troop ship, General 
Funston being only a passenger, is 
ndirectly referred to. 


Many other 
officers are given a 


hard measure of criticism, but their 
names are being withheld until the 
war 
department ses fit to make 


known the details of the report. 


The board of inquiry which has so 


sceverely arraigned the transport 
service was apooiated by General 
Shafter two weeks ago at the sugges- 
tion of Col. Alfred C. Girard, chief 
surgeon in the general hospital at 
the Presidio. 


Colonel Girard's desire for an in- 


vestigation was occasioned by the 
deplorable condition in which he 
'ound the sick men in the transports 
Tartar and Newport. 
There were 


about forty of them and nearly all 
were suffering from dysentery. Three 
men who came on these transports 
died a few days after arrival. They 
were John Fabisak and John A. Lo- 
gan, of the First cavalry, and George 
W. Mills, of the Twentieth Kansas.

TWO MEN DROWNED. 


Washington, Nov. 4.—The Isth- 


mian canal commission today re- 
ceived cable advices confirming the 
reported drowning of two members 
of one of the survey parties now in 
Nicaragua.

were Frank B. Clark, of Fulton, N. 
Y., chief of the party, and Oliver Col- 
liugs Mimack, rodman, of Washing- 
ton, D. C. The dispatch was from 
Engineer Miller, chief of theNicara- 
juan surveys, and gave no details 
beyond stating that the men were 
drowned at Machuca Rapids on Sun- 
day last, and that the bodies have 
not been recovered. Two native la- 
borers also were drowned. 


WRECK NEAR INDIANAPOLIS. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 4.—Train 


No. 34, the fast express of the Peoria 
and Eastern railroad, due in this city 
at 3:30 a. m., was wrecked at 3:10 
a. m. at Clermont, ten miles west of 
this city. The engine turned over, 
the mail car, baggage car and two 
coaches left the track, but none of 
them was overturned. The train was 
running at a rapid rate and it is sup 
posed struck a broken rail or a soft 
track. 
Engineer J. Heller, of this 


city, was slightly hurt. None of the 
passengers was injured, although 
they were badly shaken up.

park, where Governor Chandler, with 
Admiral Schley and General Agnus 
as his guests of honor, reviewed a 
oug military parade, made up of 
troops from Atlanta and the United 
State's regulars and veterans from 
McPherson barracks, who turned out 
as a special honor to Admiral Schley.

Mr. Croker might, of course, say that 
it was Lemuel Ely Quigg, but that 
would be definitive without being in- 
forming. 


The Colombian troops and the 


rebels have fought a desperate naval 
battle on old steamboats, barges and 
dredges, -with much slaughter, and 
between them are managing to pro- 
duce just the kind of anarchy in the 
vicinity of Panama that will justify, 
if it does not compel, American inter- 


Geu. Leonard Wood, in command of 


the department of Santiago, Cuba, has 
shown himself an able pacificator as 
well as a good sanitary 
engineer. 


His success in reducing the mortality 


from yellow fever, small pox and 
other contagious and tropical dis- 
eases has been little less than mar- 
velous, and now he is able to recom- 
mend the withdrawal of a part of 
the troops under his command be- 
cause they are no longer needed to 
maintain order. In his communica- 
tion to the war department on this 
subject General Wood says that the 
best nnd trustworthy element of the 
population is entirely in accord with 
the military authorities. 
A few po- 


litical agitators continue to cause 
friction, but these are so insignificant 
in number and influence that he rec- 
ommends the withdrawal 
of one- 


third of the force now under his com- 
mand, being satisfied that with the 
other two-thirds he can maintain or- 


der. 
As the entire military force in 


Cuba comprises less than 12,000 offi- 
cers and men, if all the departments 
are under as complete control as that 
of Santiago 4,000 of these can be re- 
leased for service elsewhere. With 
less than 8,000 soldiers needed to 
maintain order in Cuba, the claim 
that pacification is making slow pro- 


gress in that island seems to rest 
upon a very flimsy foundation. 


The thinking people of this nation 


will not be undivided upon all that 
the Philippine commission sets forth 
in its leport, but a vast majority 
will approve what the commission 
says with respect to the present obli- 
gation of the United States to pros- 
ecute the war until the insurrection 
is crushed, order restored and a gov- 
ernment established that shall render 
life and property secure. The com- 
mission makes it clear that the Fili- 
pinos are not now capable of govern- 
ing 
themselves. 
With 
numerous 


tribes, none of which is wholly civil- 
ized and most of which are sunken in 
varying conditions of barbarity, no 
Filipino government could either en- 
force authority 
or long 
maintain 


itself. 
Without experience in self- 


government the natives would soon 
bring on a state of anarchy that 
would invite and inevitably 
bring 


about the intervention of European 
powers. 
Whether the policy of the 


United States shall be permanent re- 
tention of the Philippines or merely 
domination of the islands until it is 
safe beyond pel-adventure to leave 
them to absolute self-government is 
an issue that the people of this 
country will determine later. The 
present issue is the restoration of or- 
der and establishment of our author- 
ity there. No other creditable course 
is open to the United States. No 
other course that will conserve the 
welfare of all the people of all the 
islands of the archipelago is possible. 
The commission reports that already 
improved civic conditions are observ- 
able where there has been oppor- 
tunity to establish new municipal or- 
der and control. With the war ended 
and the insurgents disarmed, the de- 
velopment of the archipelago into a 
civilized and autonomous state could 
be carried on with such rapidity as is 
commensurate with the capacities of 
the people. 
The future would then 


work itself out in an orderly and log- 
ical way.

which sailed for South Africa No- 
vember 1 from Liverpool, is return- 
ing; in a damaged conditon, having 
encountered yesterday's storm. She 
signalled that her fittings were out 
of order, that several horses-were 


dead-and that three of her boats were 
stove in. She is g8ln£ to Liverpool 
to be refitted. 


NO ALARM IS FELT.

The board of inquiry which has so 


sceverely arraigned the transport 
service was appointed by General 
Shafter two weeks ago at the sugges- 
tion of Col. Alfred C. Glrard, chief 
surgeon in the general hospital at 
:he Presidio. 


Colonel Girard's desire for an in- 


vestigation was occasioned by tho 
deplorable condition in which he 
found the sick men in the transports 
Tartar and Newport. 
There were 


about forty of them and nearly all 
were suffering from dysentery. Three 
men who came on these transports 
died a few days after arrival. They 
were John Fabisak and John, A. Lo- 
gan, of the First cavalry, and George 
W. Mills, of the Twentieth Kansas.

is crushed, order restored and a gov- 
ernment established that shall render 
life and property secure. The com- 
mission makes it clear that the Fili- 
pinos nre not now capable of govern- 
ing 
themselves. 
With 
numerous 


tribes, none of which is wholly civil- 
ized and most of which are sunken in 
varying conditions of barbarity, no 
Filipino government could either en- 
force authority or long 
maintain 


itself. 
Without experience in self- 


government the natives would soon 
bring on a state of anarchy that 
would invite and inevitably bring 
about the intervention of European 
powers. Whether the policy of the 
United States shall be permanent re- 
tention of the Philippines or merely 
domination of the islands until it is 
safe beyond peradventure to leave 
them to absolute self-government is 
an issue that the people of this 
country will determine later. The 
present issue is the restoration of or- 
der and establishment of our author- 
ity there. No other creditable course 
is open to the United States. No 
other course that will conserve the 
welfare of all the people of all the 
islands of the archipelago is possible. 
The commission reports that already 
improved civic conditions are observ- 
able where there has been, oppor- 
tunity to establish new municipal or- 
der and control. With the war ended 
and the insurgents disarmed, the de- 
velopment of the archipelago into a 
civilized and autonomous state could 
he carried on with such rapidity as is 
commensurate with the capacities of 
the people. 
The future would then 


work itself out in an orderly and log- 
ical way.

When you find a man who 
lias 


been knocking elbows with intelli- 
gent white men in 
Johannesburg 


and has never heard of America, you 
are bound to conclude that the Trans- 
vanlite is not yearning for enlight- 
enment. That was the'writer's ex- 
perience. The Boer was a powerfully 
built young man, engaged in con- 
ducting a transport from the Band 
to the Zambesi, and as 
he spoke 


English, fluently and seemed gener- 
ally well informed, I was amazed 
vrhen lie repented my answer to his 
question as to my birthplace. 


"America?" he asked, vaguely. 


••Where is that? In England?" With 
that I attempted to give him some 
idea of this 
continent's 
location 


"Oh. yes,'1 said he, brightening up. 
••I know now. 
It's in Australia." 


The task was a hopeless one. 
He 


neither knew of America nor caved to 
learn of itT" He was concerned only 
in annking £3,000 oii the trip and 
returning to Bloeuifonteiu to marry 
a little Dutch girl there and then 
settling down on the veldt. 


The Boer is the impersonation of 


laziness and loves to bask in the sun 
without stirring. This inclination is 
sometimes irritating and an English- 
man who had lost his way in 
the 


Transvaal once found fault because, 
when he asked a Boer to direct him 
rightly, the fellow never answered 
or removed the pipe from his mouth, 
but simply wagged one foot to indi- 
cate the direction and continued to 
gaze dreamily into the heavens. 


Since the preat trek in 1836, when 


the Dutchmen left Cape Colony be- 
cnuse the English abolished all the 
old Dutch In-.vs and customs, 
the 


Boers have led a more or less migra- 
tory life. Their leaders at that time 
told them that beyond 
the 
Vaal 


river was the Promised Land, and 
cue will find many a Boer today who 
conceives of Jerusalem as just north 
of the Transvaal. 
Few Boers have 


nny notions of the world's geography. 


In Pretoria a liberal burgher told 


me. as an instance of. this peculiar 
icgimo, that a farmer had lost a vah 
uablo horse by driving into a deep 
hole in the highway near Pretoria. 
The animal broke its leg and had to 
be shot. There wns nothing to indi- 
catn the dangerous condition of the 
road and naturally the burgher 
brought suit against the government 
for damages, which he fixed at 
The suit was bandied from one court 
to another, the Band members de- 
ciaring: that the money must not be 
paid. 
The farmer, however, finally 


won and tho only thing that 
the 


Baad could do was to pass a bill to 
the effect that hereafter when a horse 
breaks its leg by getting into a hole 
on the public highway the owner 
can have no rcdreos from the govern 
ment. 


Another instance of this 
unique 


state menage was afforded by the 
Home c:'.se. Poms was a rich farmei 
V'ho owned many hundreds of acres 
in the Transvaal near the Cape Col- 
ony border. When n boundary dis- 
pute arose some years ago the lines 
were changed and Doms arose one 
morning to find himself entirely be- 
reft. 
The colonial government own- 


ed his land. He applied to Pretoria 
for 
a 
proportionate compensation 


but met a refusal. 
This case began 


to get in the courts and make trouble 
so the Band simply passed a spocia 
bill that Doms should not be paid 
hnck. for his land, nnd Doms is now 
driving-a hack in Pretoria. It is by 
i,uch nets as these that the English- 
men have become disgusted with t\i> 


Boer regime and hopeless of 
evei 


peeing- the Transvaal a truly free 
stnte under the present government 


The religious bigotry of the Boers 


wns illustrated to the writer at Pre 
torin in a rather funny way when

As usual, the propositio: 


-.vas referred to the Boer senate, and 
there nix old up-country farmer arose 
nnd with great vehemence denounced 
it. "Would you not, Mr. President," 
he exclaimed, "think it a great sin 
to poke one's fingers in God's eyes 
nnd make him cry?" 
And Kruger 


decided that the Transvaal was no 
place for a Yankee to work miracles.

in such institutions or ii prirate insti- 
tutions for the cure of drunkenness. 
Massachusetts haa a state institution 
for the treatment of such cases. Penn- 
sylvania authorizes the counties to es- 
tablish hospitals in connection with the 
workhouses und to commit all Inebri- 
ates for a course of treatment of from 
tils months to two yeans, the indigents 
nt the expense of the county. 


In Michigan and Wisconsin indigent 


inebriates are committed at public ex- 
pense to some private asylum, the com- 
mitment in the former state being for 
not more than :i() days and the cost of 
treatment in the hitter not lo exceed 
.ft.'SU. 


In Louisiana the judge of the district 


court, upon the application, of the rela- 
tives of an indigent drunkard who has 
lost the power of "reasonable self-con- 
trol," may commit him at tbe expense 
of the parish to some institution for 
treatment, provided lliat it will agree 
to <-ute the incbrmte at a c-JSt not TO 
exceed Sinn. California has authorized 
certain counties holding- lands reserved 
for the purpose to build hospitals for 
tbe inebriate. Minnesota has provided 
for the commitment of drunkards to a 
special department- of the state hos- 
pital for the insane and also author- 
ises the county judge to commit drunk- 
ards io such a special department at a 
cost not to exceed $100.—N. V. Press.
